Butler’s Action ‘ 


HE sudden, almost sur- 

prising ferment which 
has engulfed Britain over 
the disclosure of new 
atresses in the nation’s 
economy and the drastic 
steps taken by Chancellor 
Buller to deal with the high 
rate of Internal spending 
has left the average — tax- 
payer somewhat bewildered 
and perplexed. For months 
now he has been nurtured 
onan optimistic appraisal 
of the country’s economic 
condition, 

He had been led to expect by 
well-informed observers and 
commentators that in’ view 
of the fact that 1965 > may 
well be election year, tax 
reductions this April were a 
distinct possibility, Quite 
suddenly the — atmosphere 
changes, Up goes the Bank 
rate to 4% per cent 
and the Government clamps 
down on hire purchase of 
consumer gouds, And re- 
gurdless of the prospects of 
a general election this year 
there would now seem lo be 
no chance of tax reductions, 
In fact, the Chancellor will 
be doing well to keep tax 
rates at present levels. 

T is bad luck for the Tories 
that the stresses should 
become obvious at such a 
tlme for they can. expect 
little public sympathy — in 
their attempts to justify 
steps taken to cope with the 
situation, The brakes have 
been applied to the current 
spending spree because the 
country Is buying goods 
without the money to pay 
for them. 

Generous loan terms ond hire 
purchase achemes enabled 
the people ‘to do this. The 
Government's ultimate — ob- 
ective Ia to bring about a 
nlance between exports and 
increased Imports. Tho alm 
therefore must be to in- 
crease the amount of goods 
availnble for export and at 
the same time. reduce ine 
ternal demand for imported 
goods by withdrawing 
liberal credit facilities, This 
the Government is at- 
tempting to do. 

For some time past, econom- 
ists have been alarmed by 
Britain’s wave of extra- 
varance. With the ending of 
auaterity and the advent of 
higher wages, spending has 
risen to luvish proportions. 
Certainly some check was 
necessary. What is puzzling, 
however, is why the Chan- 
cellor, who is noted for his 
cautious and conservativ: 
handling of the  depart- 
mental reins, acted so im- 
petuously this week when 
he had obviously been aware 
of the danger for some 
time. His almost convulaive 
manipulation of the Bank 
rate has startled and alarm- 
ed tho country,

“Buy America” 
Concessions 


Washington, Feb, 25. 

The United States Secretary 
of Defence has issued a direc- 
tive permitting a more liberal 
interpretation of the “Buy 
America Act." The directive 
permits the armed services to 
alive contracts to foreign firms 
if their bids are six per cent or 
more under the lowest offer by 
a United States company, It 
further slates that materials 
and supplies will be considered 
of foreign origin only when 
the cost of such supglics con- 
svitutcs 60 por cent or more of the 
total cost of the manufactured 
product involved.

This week I want to start by taking you on the big jump from local 
football to the artist’s easel because I wish to tell you about an interesting 
private experiment that took place quite recently in Eng) land. 


You are no doubs familiar with the old saying ‘Every pict 


tells a story’.... 


but I wonder if you fully appreciate that, in reverse, the saying can be far from con- 
sistent. .. .and here is the experiment that was carried out to prove it. 


As the result of a friendly 
difference between two writers, 
three artista were invited to 
gather in a room cquipped with 
three cosas and drawing boards: 
A fourth member of the gather- 
ing read a Passago of simple 

in which an tneldent with 
salient features was well ex- 
plained. 

When the reading was over 
cach artist in turn was asked ff 
thore was any word, any phrase, 
or any sentence that he did not 
undoratand, and when they cach 
confirmed that they und 
what had been said they were 
asked to go to work, simul- 
tancously and make o drawing 
of the incident. For the purpose 
of the experiment they were 
placed in such a poaltion that 
they could not seo what their 
fellow artists were drawing. 

The result was astonishing. 
There was little in common be- 
tween the three interpretations 
..,,and still less between any 
of them and an actual photo- 
graph of tho scenc that had 
been described. . 

The reason I relate all thf Is 
that in football a great varicty 
of siturtions arise and many 
stories that represent honest op- 
preclation are told. These stories 


emblo a just solution to be 
obtained, 

Recent happenings havo 
shown that Colony football has 
its share of ‘political’ and 
Jegal problems. Thero can be 
no doubt that the public has 
been able to read very different 
viewpoints from tho various 
sportswriters whose job it Is 
to cover such assignments....
